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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 
Claims 1-13 aie pending in the present application. 

This Amendment is in response to the Final Office Action mailed November 1 , 2005. In 
the Final Office Action, the Exanuner rejected claims 1-1 1 under 35 U.S.C, §102(e). In addition, 
the Examiner indicated allowable subject matter for claims 12 and 13 if they aic rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Applicants have canceled claim 1 and amended claims 2, S, 6, 7, and 12. Applicants would like 
to preserve the right to continue pitjsccuting the canceled claimCs) in the future. 

Allowable Subjevt Matter 

In the Final Office Action, the Examiner indicated allowable subject matter for claims 12 
and 13 if they arc rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims (Final Office Action, page 4). Applicants have amended claim 12 to 
Include all the limitations of the base claim 1. Claims 2, 5-7 have been amended lo correct the 
claim dependency. 

Accordingly, Applicants believe that the case is in conditional for allowance.
